This is in response to the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers mailed February 
14, 2002, and having a period for response set to expire on February 14, 2002. 

The Office objected to the drawings as containing non-English text and required 
correction in substitute drawings. 

The invention is an image processing system that removes background noise from 
images (see, for example, the Abstract and claim 1). The images processed can include text of 
a language. The figures of the present application that include non-English text are figures that 
include sample images that may have background noise (see figures 2 - 6, 10, 12 - 14, 16 - 18, 
20 - 24, 27, 29, 30, 32 and 33). The images just happen to have the non-English text. The non- 
English text itself does not have any particular significance. The meaning of the text of these 
figures is irrelevant to the invention being described. It is important to preserve the images as 
they were filed rather than substitute an image with a translation of the text so that the 
processing by the invention can be understood. The substitution of a translation for the text in 
the images would tend to destroy the teachings with respect to image processing that are being 
shown and taught by these figures.
